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We have received a very interesting document from the, 
“ American Society for meliorating the condition of the 
Jews,” from which we propose to make some extracts. 


Nearly two years have passed, since this society 
was incorporated by the Legislature of this State. 
To the present time, the D:cectors have been prin- 
cipally occupied in opening a correspondence, and 
preparing the way for future operations. A cir- 
cumstance, under the direction of Providence, has 
unexpectedly occurred, which it is hoped, will give 
a powerful impulse to the exertions of the Board, 
and excite in all classes of the Christian community 
a lively interest in the concerns of the Institution.
